Witnesses Also Picture Vast 
Extent of Service, Includ- 
ing Broadcasting, at Fed- 
eral Hearing.

Commission to Decide 
Whether Permits Should 
Be Refused for Violating 
Anti-Trust Law.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The 
today 
opened hearings to determine 
whether the Radio Corporation of 
America and its various subsidiaries 
should be deprived of their 1409 
Station licenses, as a penalty for 
having violated the tnantrust laws. 
Among the subsidiaries whose li- 
censes are affected are the Nation- 
al Broadcasting Co., R. C. A. Com- 
munications, the Radio-Victor Co., 
and the Radiomarine Co. 


Today's hearing resulted directly 
from the recent refusal of the 
United States Supreme Court to 
upset a judgment returned in the 
Federal District Court at Wilming- 
ton, Del., which found that’ the 
Radio Corporation had been guilty 
of unfair trade practices, in viola- 
tion of the Clayton antitrust law. 
The particular practice was that by 
which the Radio Corporation com- 
pelled independent set manufactur- 
ers, licensed under the R. C. A. 
patent pool, to equip their sets with 
R. C. A. tubes before placing them 
on the market. 


Meaning of the Section. 


Section 13 of the Federal radio 
act expressly directs the Radio 
Commission to refuse station li- 
censes to any person, corporation 
or subsidiary which has been ad- 
judged guilty of unfair trade prac- 
tices. Attorneys for the Radio Cor- 
poration contend that the section 
was intended to be applied only in 
criminal cases, whereas the Dela- 
ware case was a civil suit. Senator 
Dill (Dem.), Washington, author of 
the section, has repeatedly declared 
that he had no such intention when 
he wrote it. 

Very soon after the hearing be- 
gan the commission made plain that 
it also would consider the general 
eligibilfty of the R. C. A. compa- 
nies, under those sections of the 
radio act which define the qualifi- 
cations which applicants must pos- 
sess in order to receive licenses. 

Several parties appeared to inter- 
vene in the proceeding. Among 
them was E. N. Nockels, represent- 
ing the American Federation of La- 
bor, and Oswald Schuette, repre- 
senting the independent radio in- 
dustry, both of whom contend that 
R. C. A. group is a monopoly and 
that the licenses should be refused, 


New Argument Presented. 


W. <A. Winterbottom, general 
manager of R. C. A. Cummunica- 
tions, the subsidiary which oper- 
ates the commercial message sys- 
tem, was the first witness. He tes- 
tified that his company transmits 
messages throughout the world, 
that it has 18,000 charge accounts, 
and that its gross income is $4,500,- 
000 a year. He said that loss of its 
licenses would put an end to its 
business and reduce its proverty to 
junk. Moreover, he contended that 
possession of the licenses “reserved 
them for the United States,” and 
that to take them from his com- 
pany might result in their loss to 
foreign countries. 

This appeared to be a revised 
version of the “patriotism argu- 
ment” which the Radio Corpora- 
tion Aas repeatedly advanced to 
justify its practices in the commer- 
cial field. Critics of the corporation 
in the past have described this as 
the “foreign bogy.”’ 

Representat’ve Frank Reid 
(Rep.), Illinois, appearing also as 
an intervenor, subjected Winter- 
bottom to a savage cross-examina- 
tion, in which the witness was com- 
pelled to admit that vacuum tubes 
are indispensible to radio com- 
munication and that all tubes used 
by -his company are manufactured 
by other R. C. A. subsidiaries. His 
purpose was to show that any at- 
tempt td monopolize tubes is an 
attempt to monovolize communica- 
tion. 

Broadcasting Revenue. 


M. H. Aylesworth, president of 
the National Broadcasting Co., who 
followed Winterbottom on the 
stand, testified that his company 
is entirely owned by the Radio Cor- 
poration, and that it operates sev- 
en stations which are the ‘keys of 
a national broadcasting system and 
also operates experimental §sta- 
tions.

‘Beauty Prize Winner Who 
Killed Husband in France 
Bringing Children Home 
to Overland.

NEW YORK, June 15.—Mrs. 


Charlotte Nash Nixon-Nirdlinger, 


the former bathing beauty from St. 
Louis, who killed her elderly hus- 
band in France last March, re- 
turned to the United States today. 
The young wife, who shot Fred G. 
Nixon-Nirdlinger when he grappled 
with her as she lay on her bed in 
Nice, sat with her mother and two 
children on the deck of the liner 
Roma and talked of her future. 

The ‘“‘Miss St. Louis” of 1923 at 
the Atlantic City beauty contest 
spoke not of the killing, but of her 
desire to forget and to be happy 
with her children. “I am very sad 
about the whole thing,’’ she said. 
“It was terrible. 

Mrs. Nixon-Nirdlinger is grate- 
ful' for the kind treatment accord- 
ed her in France and particularly 
happy over the verdict of the jury 
that required only nine minutes to 
consider the evidence and _ . find 
that she killed her husband in seif- 
defense. 

“T was afraid al ithe time that I 
would not be vindicated,” she said. 
Her’ mother, Mrs. James B. Nash 
of Overland, St. Louis County, Mo., 
who hurried to France for the trial, 
explained that her daughter's ap- 
prehension was due only to the un- 
certainties of justice. 

Asked if she thought another 
girl not so good looking as herself 
would have fared so well at the 
hands of the jury, Mrs. Nixon-Nird- 
linger said: 

“Beauty has nothing to do with 
justice. That is ridiculous.” 

As for her own beauty, she is 
“sometimes sorry when I think of 
all the trouble I've had through it.” 
While the maother of Nixon- 
Nirdlinger’s two children talked 
with newspaper men, the young- 
sters, Fred G., 4 years old, calied 
Junior, sat between her and his 
grandmother alternately blowing 
lustily a paper horn and belaboring 
Mrs. Nash with it. Frequent scold- 
ings were shouted at him—in 
French—but he paid little heed un- 
til the horn finally broke when he 
struck Mrs. Nash on the head with 
it.

ST. NAZAIRE, France, June 16. 
~——Harbor craft searched the Bay 
of Biscay today for the bodies of 
442 men. women and _ children 
drowned yesterday, when a hurri- 
cane capsized the excursion steam- 
er St. Philibert. 

Eight Persons Rescued Yesterday. 

Sixty-one bodies, mostly those of 
women, have been recovered in the 
vicinity where the boat sank. Oth- 
ers may have escaped, but the most 


accurate possible estimate places 
the number of dead at 442. 

There was a chance that , final 
check would show -that some of 
the passengers had left the boat 
before the storm struck. It was 
barely possible also that some of 
those aboard may have reached the 
shore in safety between Pointe de 
St. Gildas and the Loire River. 
There can be no definite check 
until the families of those aboard 
the steamer have reported to po- 
lice. 

One of President Doumer’s first 
official acts as chief executive of 
the republic was to express his 
condolences to the families of those 
lost. He and Premier Laval tele- 
graphed their sympathy through 
the Mayor of Nantes. 

This evening thousands of griev- 
ing men and women crowded the 
quay here demanding news of 
members of their families who 
were on the St. Philibert. They 
stormed the steamboat office 


vessels which were putting out all 
day to search the bay. 


Ship Starts From Nantes. 


The St. Philibert, a 100-foot riv- 
er steamer, put out from Nantes 
yesterday afternoon with a crowd 
of picnickers on an outing run, 
sponsored by a labor organization, 
steaming down the river to St. 
Nazaire and across the bay to the 
Island of Noirmoutier, to the 
south. There most of the passen- 
gers went ashore. The weather 
was threatening when the steamer 
started on the return trip. 


At first it was reported that 100 
or more had decided not to return 
on the boat, but later this was 
proved to be erroneous, and it was 
said that fewer than 60 had _ re- 
mained behind. Forty-three of 
these came in by automobile today. 
Off Pointe de St. Gildas the 
storm broke with sudden fury. The 
passengers stampeded to the les 
side, threw the boat off an even 
keel, and it turned over. 


The bodies of several women 
were picked up this morning and 
they were devoid of clothing, s0 
powerful was the fury of the 
waves. The body of an unidenti- 
fied 18-year-old girl was still 
warm when found, but life proved 
to be extinct after several hours 
of medical treatment. The weath- 
er was beautiful and the sea calm 
in contrast to yesterday's outburst 
of the elements.

Investigator Announces 
Conclusions in Death of 
Miss Starr Faithfull, 
Thought Drowned.

MINEOLA, N. Y., June 15.—Tes- 
timony of a New York toxicologist 
that Starr Faithfull had been 
drugged and was asleep when she 
was “put in the water at Long 
Beach and left to drown” was sub- 
mitted to District Attorney Elvin 
Edwards of Nassau County late to- 
day. 


Dr. Alexander O. Goettler. of 
Bellevue Hospital informed the 
Prosecutor by telephone that he 


had found in the liver of the dead 
girl “sufficient quantities of a nar- 
cotic drug (veronal) to put her 
soundly to sleep, but not enough to 
cause her death.” 

The toxicologist reported further 
that *“‘my conclusion is that she was 
asleep when put in the water.” 

District Attorney Edwards in a 
statement issued immediately after 
his receipt of the report, expressed 
the belief that the finding “definite- 
ly places the victim at Long Beach 
before her death,” 

Detectives had been trying to 
trace the girl’s movements from 
the time of her disappearance on; 
Friday until the finding of the 
body, to some coast point. The 
prosecutor said Ie thought “great 
progress has been made in that di- 
rection.’’ 

He added that Dr. Goettler’s re- 
port also stated the examination 
had shown Starr Faithfull was not 
a narcotic addict. There were none 
of the familiar indications of the 
effects of any of the well-known 
narcotics in her intestines.

A. D. M’Mullen, President 


of Association, Avers Au- 
thorities Are Doubt 
About Future Trend. 


Whether to tighten or broaden 
credit policies constitutes the ma- 
jor problem to be decided by the 
National Retail Credit Association 
at its annual four-day cogferénce 
which opens at Hotel Jefferson to- 
morrow. 2 

A. D. McMullen of Oklahoma 
City, president of the association, 


which has a membership of 19,000 
individual firms and 1150 credit 
rating bureaus, announced today 
that the conference will concern 
itself only with the question of in- 


dividual credit, rather than that of 


firms, 

“Credit managers are consider- 
ing now whether it will hasten 
prosperity by adopting more elas- 
tic policies in regard to credit ex- 
tension policies,"” McMullen said, 
“but the present, tendency is to in- 
vestigate more closely than hith- 


erto before extending credit. 


How Rating Has Changed. 

“Two years ago abott 10 per 
cent of credit applications were 
Today declinations av- 
erage about 40 per cent. 

“But the man who always paid 
his bills promptly before this cycle 
of business depression is being car- 
ried now by most firms. That's 
the way unemployment affects the 
national credit structure—recog- 
nized good accounts are being car- 
ried.” 

The average man two years ago 
paid his bill in 72 days, McMullen 
said. Today he waits about 90 
days, 

Open credit accounts have in- 
creased in the last two years, he 
said, while the installment business 
has shown no appreciable increase, 
although it represents approxi- 
mately half of a 10 billion dollar 
increase in credit generally in the 
last 10 years. 

Campaigns to “buy now” and 
“Duy as usual” are misdirected, 
MeMullen said, and apt to hamper 
rather than improve business con- 
ditions, 

Use and Abuse of Credit. 

“Don’t buy-for the sake of buy- 
ing,” he advised) “but purchase 
what you can pay for. Don’t be 
afraid of credit, but be afraid to 
abuse it. Credit is a proper ard 
useful business medium—as normal 
as checks—if used properly. 

“This busIness depression {1s like 
going through a tunnel. My trips 
over the country investigating cred- 
it conditions lead me to believe we 
are nearing the other end. 

“Consumers and stores alike wil! 


-be better for having gone through 


the depression, learned to make re- 
adjustments, learned the value of 
money. 

“People are buying on a budzet 
plan now who would not have at- 
tempted such a plan a few years 
ago. Family financing is coming 
into its own. It's a good thing and 
strengthens the entire credit struc- 
ture.” 

Registration of members of the 
association began today, although 
the sessions do not open until to- 
morrow morning. About 1000 del- 
egates are expected. General ses- 
sions will be held in the mornings, 
while round table discussions by 
representatives of different types 
of business will be held in the aft- 
ernoon. 

Types of Conferences. 

These discussions will include 
conferences of representatives of 
department stores, public utilities, 
jewelry concerns, buildirg material 
firms and furniture and musical 
instrument businesses. 

Speakers at the opening session 
will include Dr. Clyde William 
Phelps, head of the department of 
economics, University of Chatta- 
nooga, who will discuss “The Credit 
Man and the Business Cycle,” and 
Frank M. Mayfield, president 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney Dry 
Goods Co,, vho will emphasize the 
importance of planning ahead. 

Sidney R. Baer, vic> president 
and treasurer Stix, Bear & Fuller 
Co., will speak Wednesday morning 
on “The Importance of Credit in 
Business,” and there will be a dem- 
onstration of the use of the tele- 
gram in obtaining credit informa- 
tion. Messages will be ~ent all over 
the country and to ships at sea. 

Representative Franklin W. Fort 
of Newark,-N. J., will discuss the 
present economic trend in business 
Thursday morning and that night 
Representative Clyde Kelly of 
Pennsylvania will speak at the an- 
nual dinner on “Our National 
Problems.”” The conference will 
adjourn Friday noon.

New York Editor Denounces 
Effort to Muzzle Source 
of Information. 


By the Associated Press. 
OXFORD, O., June 15.—The 
modern newspaper is a highly spe- 
cialized, intensely organized indus- 
try, and great changes have taken 
place in the last 75 years in its 
making, said Ogden Reid, editor of 
the New York Herald-Tribune, in 
the. commencement address at 
Miami University here today. 
Reid spoke on the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the graduation from 
the school of his father, Whitelaw 
Reid, whom he succeeded as edi- 
tor of the New York Tribune. 
The speaker said the leading 
newspapers today try to give all 
sides of the political picture. Dur- 
ing the last presidential campaign, 
he pointed out, the important New 
York papers varied little in the 
amount of space devoted to the two 
major parties. “Leading newspa- 
pers today,” he continued, “try to 
continue the policy of good writ- 
ing that marked the editorial pages 
of olden-day papers, but they also 
have a vast amount of informa- 
tion along different lines that were

Praise for the Farm Board. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NANE comment anent the foolhard- 

iness of grain stabilization stimulates 
these remarks in defense of the accom- 
plishments of those able men who, in be- 
half of our Government, gave their best 
to avoid catastrophe. 

Let us go back to last fall. Recall the 
day when the Grain Stabilization Corpor- 
ation bought millions of bushels of wheat 
to offset the bear sales and the Russian 
dumping. Those who know of these 
gigantic efforts praise, do not condemn. 
Some who know not, nevertheless, give 
vent to their curbstone ruminations. 

Now, let us visualize what would have 
happened had wheat reached 40 or 50 
cents. That wheat would have reached 
that level is indisputable—outside of the 
United States it did reach a level 20 cents 
below that sustained here. Bank loans 
throughout the West and Northwest se- 
cured by wheat at 50 and 60 cents would 
have been called, and the wheat unload- 
ed, aiding in the breaking of the market. 
Inevitable would have been wholesale 
bank failures. Forced liquidation al- 
ways increases the losses. What might 
have happened? Could there have been 
a frenzied panic? Yes, that would have 
been within the realms of possibility. 

Let those who will not consider things 
abstract or theoretical assume that the 
Government will lose 200,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat, costing with storage a pos- 
sible $300,000,000. Ten warships would 
cost that much. Bank failures caused 
by a demoralized wheat market would 
have produced greater losses. And it rep- 
resents only $3 per capita. Are not we 
Americans good enough sports to with- 
stand that burden? Let us not belittle 
the doctors who gave us medicine when 
we were very ill by saying that we would 
have lived through it had we received no 
medicine and no expert care. Just bear 
with them and eventually learn that there 
will be no future dumping of wheat by 
the Grain Stabilization Corporation, ulti- 
mately harming our wheat growers, and 
also no tremendous losses such as some 
predict.

THE NEW COURT. 

For the past three weeks the press of the country 
has been hailing a new United States Supreme 
Court. Excerpts from editorials reprinted on this 
page speak of the “new” liberal trend, the “new” 
Hughes, the “new” majority. All of these editorials 
were published recently, most of them about the 
time the Supreme Court adjourned after its memor- 
able session during which it decided the Indiana 
chain store tax case. 

While it is true the new court came more forcibly 
into the public view by virtue of the session just 
closed, it is not “true that the new day dawned so 
recently as that. The change dates from the ad- 
vent of Chief Justice Hughes, and those who have 
watched the course of the court since that time have 
been fully aware of it. President Hoover appointed 
Mr. Hughes on Feb. 3, 1930. After a bitter fight, 
the Senate confirmed him 11 days later. In less 
than a month he had written his first opinion, up- 
holding the constitutional restriction of the power 
of courts to pass on legislation, a check long sought 
by certain progressive legislators. In supporting a 
provision of the Ohio Constitution which prevents 
the Ohio Supreme Court from invalidating State 
laws upheld by lower courts if more than one State 
Supreme Court Justice holds the statute constitu- 
tional, the Chief Justice took the view that a state 
has a right to limit its tribunal if it desires to. The 
new court goes back to that decision. 

Further early evidence that a new light had come 
into the judicial sky was the first 5-to-4 decision 
after the induction of Chief Justice Hughes, the 
news of which was printed around the first of the 
year. The issue was the validity of a New Jersey 
statute requiring fire insurance agents to charge uni- 
form commissions. Justice Brandeis, who delivered 
the opinion, enjoyed the company of the Chief Jus- 
tice and Justices Hoimes, Stone and Roberts, the new 
majority which first came into general notice last 
month. | 

Other decisions indicated that this significant align- 
ment was not accidental. Several months before the 
recent series of 5-to-4 divisions, the court decided 
the New York corporation excise case, holding a 
state may tax income from Federal copyrights. This 
decision opened to the states a source of revenue de- 
nied them by the Supreme Court only two years be- 
fore. The addition of Chief Justice Hughes and Jus- 
tice Roberts to the dissenters fn the previous case, 
Justices Holmes, Brandeis and Stone, constituted the 
new liberal majority. 

Whatever may be said by the critics of the present 
majority, they cannot deny that it contains the court’s 
most able members. Students of the law recognize 
in Justice Holmes one of the great jurists of the 
English-speaking world. The career af Chief Justice 
Hughes, both in the law and public life, has been 
most distinguished. When he was appointed, Justice 
Brandeis was one of the country’s leading lawyers. 
So was Justice Roberts. Justice Stone went to. the 
court from the deanship of the Columbia University 
Law School via the Attorney-General’s post. 

The new court is not something which sprang 
into being with the Indiana chain store decision. 
It has been at work on the laws of the land for 
nearly a year and a half. As for the importance of

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FRANCE’S NEW PRESIDENT.

German reparations iil tiiee to 
other European Power are timed 
to coincide with war debt pay- 
ments by the latter to the United 
States. The attitude of the ad- 
ministration has been, however, 
that reparations and war debt pay- 
ments are unrelated. 

President Hoover and his advis- 
ers have followed closely the reac- 
tions in the United States and 
abroad to the German declaration 
for revision of the Young plan of 
reparations payments. 

Secretary Mellon, a staunch sup- 
porter of the policy that war debts 
and reparations are separate, is on 
his way to Europe to see his son 
graduated at Oxford University, 
England. He will be followed by 
Secretary Stimson, who, in an- 
nouncing his intention of visiting 
Italy, France, Germany and Great 
Britain, said the trip was for a va- 
cation. He had decided upon a 
European vacation long before the 
European economic situation was 
brought to the fore by Germany's 
declaration. 

Press dispatches frem Europe 
have linked the Secretary’s trip 
with possible American-European 
conversations on war. debts and 
reparations, and these reports have 
disturbed the Secretary, but his 
advisers point out that he could 
not gracefully cancel his plans for 
any reason other than illness. 

The Secretary looks forward to 
talks with the highest officials of 
the leading European Powers, but 
mainly on the disarmament prob- 
lem. 

During the last month the Pres- 
ident has spent many hours dis- 
cussing the disarmament question 
and the general European situa- 
tion with Hugh 8S. Gibson, Ambas- 
sador to Belgium. The Ambassa- 
dor left Washington Saturday pre- 
paratory to sailing for his post. He 
is known to oppose any efforts to- 
ward a plan under which the 
United States would trade war 
debts concessions for arms limita- 
tions. He has told President Hoo-| 
ver that the benefits of disarma- 
ment to the European Powers are 
sufficient in themselves without 
recourse to the mingling of such 
problems as war debts and repa- 
rations.

|Dr. Honora Austin Dress- 


es Like a Man and 


Lives in a Tent. 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., June 13. 
HE hasn’t even a house in the 
woods; just a tent, surrounded 
by patriarchial oaks, two dogs 

and a cat, and her books. But Dr. 
Honoria Austin is happy, for she 
has solitude, simplicity and the hill 
people depend on her and call her 
“TDoc.”’ Pd 
Her tent is about 300 yards back 
from Highway No. 45, between Nat- 
ural Dam and Cedarville, the shad- 
ing oaks augmented by several 
smaller elms. The tent is on a 
raised: platform of planks, in case 


“living room” in front, with a rock- 
ing chair and a bench. Nails in 
the trees afford a convenient pan- 
try. 
In such surroundings she has 
lived for more than 20 years, not 
shunning people, for she is very 
friendly and never turns down a 
call to attend anyone who is ill, 
but keeping her pefsonal life as 
simple as possible. Evtn her cloth- 
ing she has adapted to her mode 
of living. Skirts would be entirely 
out of place, so she wears khaki 
breeches and shirt, boots and wears 
her hair shingled almost to a man’s 
haircut. She has, she said, dressed 
in that manner for nearly 20 years. 
Dr. Austin chose her woodland 
life deliberately, because she liked 
it. She still likes it, and does not 
regret having adopted it rather 
than continuing a city practice. 
She had one once. 
She was born 63 years ago and 
raised in Shelbyville, Ill., where she 
finished high school... For three 
years she taught in a rufal school 
and then went to St. Louis, hoping 
to find a career. For sevéral years 
she was employed in business of- 
fices as bookkeeper and cashier, 
but gave her spare time to reading 
medical books.

“No doubt I would be far better 
off financially had I remained in 
a city,” she commented. “But I 
love the quiet and stillness gf the 
hills. Out here one can get rid of 
all the unnecessary things. I have 
time to read; I have time to roam. 
That is one thing that is favored 
by my masculine clothes. I go un-

noticed any time of the day or 
night, and strangers who come this 
way take it for granted that I am 
a man, and pay no further atten- 
tion.

HOOVER AT

President Pays Tribute at 
Memorial Dedication to 
Man ‘‘Whose Soul Was 
Seared by a Great Disillu- 


sionment.” 


FITTED TO SERVE, 
DECLARES COOLIDGE 


Latter, Accepting Monu- 
ment at Marion, O., Re- 
calls ‘‘Charming Cordial- 
ity” as Among Late Ex- 


ecutive’s Characteristics. 


By the Associated Press, 
MARION, O., June 16.—PFPresi- 


dent Hoover and former President 
Calvin Coolidge today joined in the 
ceremony dedicating the memorial 
tomb of Warren G. Harding, who 


| died while serving as twenty-ninth 


President of the United States. 

Mr. Hoover depicted Harding as 
a kindly man whose death in 1925 
was hastened by realization “he 
had been betrayed by a few of tlie 
men he had trusted.” He — paid 
tribute to the accomplishments of 
the Harding administration and to 
the memory of the man. He told 
of having accompanied Mr. Har- 
ding on the Alaskun trip, on which 
he died, and of the tragedy per- 
ceived. 

“Soul Was Being Seared, 

Without direct mention of the 
scandals that led to changes-in the 
Cabinet, of which he was a mem- 
ber, the President said companions 
on that fateful trip came to know 
Mr. Harding as “a man whose sou! 
was being scared by a great disil- 
lusionment.” 

‘We saw him gradually weaken 
not only from physical exhaustion, 
but from mental anxiety.” he con- 
'tinued. ‘“‘Warren Harding had a 
| dim realization that he had been 
| betrayed by a few of th® men whom 
he had trusted, by men whom he 
had believed were his devoted 
friends. 

“It was later proved in the courts 
| of the land that these pps ome be - 
| trayed not alone the friendship and 
the trust of the stanch .and loyal 
friend, but they had betrayed their 
country. That was the tragedy of 
the life of Warren Harding.” 

Reealling the post-war difficul- 
ties of 1921, the President said Mr. 
Harding brought with him to the 
presidency the needed long experi- 
ence in public office and the tmis- 
sion to compose conflicts at home 
and to lessen threat of new wars 
was fulfilled. he added. 


™“ Credit for Act of Peace. 

The Washington arms confer- 
ence for limitation of battleship 
construction was cited especially. 
Other acts for which Mr. Harding 
was given credit included reduc- 
tion of the public debt and taxes, 
and veterans’ relief organization. 

President Hoover, who was Sec- 


retary of Commerce in the Hard- 
ing Cabinet, denounced violations 
of public trust. “The breaking 


the honesty of their Government 
and in the integrity of their in- 
stitutions, the lowering of respect 
for the standards of honor which 
prevail in high places, are crimes 
for which punishment can never 
atone,” he said. 

Concluding, he praised Mr. Hard- 
ing as “a man of a delicate sense 
of honor. of sympathetic heart, of 
transcendent gentleness of soul— 
who reached out for friendship, 
who gave it loyally and generously 
in his very thought and deed.” 

A male chorus then sang Mr. 
Harding's favorite hymn, “The End 
of a Perfect iy.” As the hymn 
was sung the President and Mr. 
Coolidge placed. wreaths on the 
tombs of the late President and 
Mrs. Marding. 

Coolidge’s Estimate. 

Mr. Coolidge, aecepting the mon- 
ument on behalf of the Harding 
Memorial Association, characterized 
the late President as “one pre- 
eminently fitted to serve the coun- 
try in the disturbed and distraught 
period following the war.” 

After reviewing Harding’s ac- 
complishments and paying tributr 
to “that charming cordiality that 
could not be described but was al- 
ways felt. by all who came in con- 
tact with him,” Mr. Coolidge in- 
troduced Presidext Hoover an@ 
Gov. White. ; 

‘The office of President of the 
United States is the most exacting 
position in the world,” Mr. Coolidge 
said, in introducing Mr. Hoover. 
“In it are involved the cares, the 
duties and the difficulties of the 
whole nation and our relations with 
all other people. The man who ore 
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
